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Olympic champions 
prove their class 

The USSR beat Brazil 3-0 In 
lha world men's volleyball cham- 
pionship finals to pick up their 
sixth such title to dale. Once 
again the Moscow Olympic win- 
ners gave an excellent account 
of themselves, taking Just 
72 minutes to win the final 
game, and having lost only two 
sets throughout the tournament. 

Soviet captain and play-maker 
Vyacheslav Zaitsev was as 
active and precise In his game as 
ever, and the rest of the squad— 
Panchenko, Loor. Shkurikhln, 
Mollboga, Savin, Smugltyov, 
Selivenov and Gorokhov — 
stowed an Irresistible will to 
win. 

The Argentine press em- 
phasized lha fact that the USSR 
has been undefeated for six 
years in a row at all major tour- 
naments. A Continental radio 
station observer stressed that the 
Soviet players were brilliant in 
attack and In blocking end 
played a practically faultless 
game throughout the champion- 
ship. 

The hosts Argentina came 
third, prevailing over Japan, 
3—0, In a hard- fought encounter, 
and Bulgaria finished In filth 
position, beating Boland 3—1. 

Karpov scorn 
another win 

World chess champion Ana- 
toly Karpov has won a big inter- 
national tournament at Tilburg. 
Holland, drawing wllh Anders- 
son playing Black within the 
closing lith round and totalling 
7.5 points. Portisch beat Larsen 
and all the other games were 
drawn. 

Second-placed Tlmman amas- 
sed seven points. Smyslov and 
Petrosyan shared fifth-sixth place 
with six points each.

Washington’s political 
designs in Africa 


Recently Director of tho 
USC1A W. Casey was In Preto-

Tha assortment of American 
visitors gives ■ fairly good Idea 
ol tha raasoni tor and goals of 
activity by Washington in Afri- 
ca. Recently the policies pur- 
sued by tho American adminis- 
tration were compromised by 
actioni which considerably un- 
dermined Its reputation In the 
world and required certain 
(ace -saving tactics. 

These Include America’s col- 
lusion with Israel's now crimes 
In Hie Middle Eest and Ihose 
committed by South Africa In 
the south of the African conti- 
nent, end crude American black - 
< mail In the UN end Its special- 
ized organization with regard 
to e proposal put forward by 
: tho developing countries that 
1 effective coercive measures bo 
taken agajnil Pretoria end Tel 
Aviv. Mew feds have come to 
tight (totaling to CIA Involve- 
wont Iff the prepara Hon of and 
! staging by the South African 
[ sacral service* of subversive 


operations against Independent 
African states. Washington's 
feigned optimism over prospects 
for in early settlement ol the 
Namibian problem la also cla- 
rified: 11 turns out that en- 
couraging statements wore 
used as a cover for another 
pretext for Ihe continued South 
African occupation of Namibia 
end for. (he mobilization and 
deployment of puppets In Na- 
mibia whom Washington and 
Pretoria plan to enfrusl with po- 
wer In Ihe country. 

Washington’s intention of 
persuading ihe International 
Monetary Fund at any prica to 
give South Africa e loan of over 
e 1,000 million dollars end Its 
threats to ihe developing coun- 
tries opposed to this overt fi- 
nancial support for South Afri- 
can racist policies are being 
Interpreted os a challenge to 
tho 'Third world' 1 and to the 
entire world community. Africa 
I* quite understandably con- 
cerned over plans lor expended 
American Interference to , the 
African Ham, : Northern Africa 
and In other regions ol Ihe con- 
fluent. 

All this -clarifies In largo 
measure ihe chief goal of Bush's 
forthcoming African tour. When 
iflH director gf the CIA he ac- 


quired the reputation among 
American political circles and 
Hie press of one capable of put- 
ling right American political 
blunders and tactless actions, 
with tha minimum of publicity, 
of pfaying down discontent 
caused by such blunders; and 
allaying fears and finding other 
means of forestalling Indlgne- 

However, the nature of. tho 
activities Indulged In by the 
Iwo other American visitors to 
Africa makes one think ff»f 
Washington, apart frorti retain- 
ing Hs Irinocancq as they say, 
wants to. acquire near . capital on 
the continent. X Wick, bung 
the- head ol the main American 
centre tot! shaping world public 
opinion In American favour es 
well os for ‘'psychological war- 
fare" operations, Is now rapidly 
becoming one of ihe main fi- 
gures In the Reagan-announcod 
“crusade" tor "democracy Amor- 
Icon style". 

WaekV USIA network o| 
branches and imitates In Africa 
Is more wfdt-rfeachlrtg than any- 
where else. Together wHh the 
American 1 broadcasting net* 
works, bow dotting the confl- 
neat, .thesp branch ts are being 
bm**d litfp combat units in tho 

psychological ; Warfare" that 


In the paper, thla is primarily a 
question ot a alzeable expan- 
sion of the American presence 
in the multinational forces. 

It la planned to amass be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 Infantry- 
men In Lebanon, says “The 
Washington Poet", whose pre- 
sence in tbe country will be of 
a long-term nature. Adminis- 
tration sources admit quite 
openly that to ensure desired 
American Influence in Lebanon, 
the multinational forces should 
stay there for two or more 
years. 


Washington Is seeking to Im- 
pose on tho world. And It Is 
hardly surprising that It was Af- 
rica that was selected as one of 
tho first targets for trying out 
Washington's propaganda effort 
(or another onslaught on tha 
minds end psyche of "third 
world" peoples. 

Any Intensification In con- 
tacts between Ihe CIA and Its 
African counterparts lies always 
been e sure sign of a new esca- 
lation of overt and covert South 
African actions against Angola, 
Mozambique and other front- 
line ifafes to the south of Afri- 
ca, and ol stepped up gangster- 
siyto operations carried out by 
splinter groups. 

But there Is one more aspect 
to W. Catey'i recent visit to 
Pretoria, Not long ago Amer- 
ica announced tho creation of 
ia-called emergency- forces, 
whoso aim, as onlalnod by 
- American officials end tha press. 
Is to subvert economic and mil- 
itary potential in countries with 
unfriendly regimes via sabotage, 
assassination, recruitment of lo- 
cal agents, etc. 

Those forcoi are to be tried 
out In the “third world" and 
primarily against national libe- 
ration movements to Africa, Asia 
and Latin Amarlca. Tha CIA Is 
now one of the main customers 
for their services, and H might 
well be that Casey's South Af- 
rican mission, which Incidental- 
ly, was designated as a "eonfl- 
danHal" ona, will result In Ihe 
debut ot the "emergency 
forces'’ In Africa. 

* fyere are obviously other, 
nuances in this ordering ol 
Washington's priorities topical 
of Its African poHclot, and they 
will surely come to light fn due 
course. But no good can bo m- 

E acted from past or future visits 
y Americiju to Africa.

PROPOSE PEACE 
TALKS 

Mexico City. The Revolu- 
tionary Democratic Front (FDR) 
and Die Fa ra bun do Marti Na- 
tional Liberation Front, two or- 
ganizations uniting the patrio- 
tic forces in El Salvador, have 
proposed to the Salvadoran re- 
gime that talks he held on a 
peaceful settlement of the con- 
flict. 

This was announced at o 
press ronlercncc In Mexico 
City by Ihe FDR President Guil- 
lermo Ungo and by Ana Gua- 
dalupe Martinez, a spokesman 
tor the Fai&bundo Marti Front's 
military command. In a Joint 
statement Issued by the two 
Fronts, It Is suggested that such 
talks begin without any pre- 
condition!. ft Is proposed that

War It.

A 
part of Ibe architectural monumenls of the pael 
have been preserved tn their original aspect foi 
ihe generations lo come; olhers have been 
adapted for present-day use. TIiub, for example, 
Ihe architectural ensemble of the Peiaislis Mon- 
astery near Kaunas has been rebuilt to bouse the 
city’s art gallery.

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Vovgouy Glebov, composer end conductor, 
has many genres of music to bis credit: operas, 
symphonies, cantatas and choral works. But ho 
la famous abova all for his music lor ballets 
which are based on works of literature. Among 
these aio "Tho Alpine Ballad", based on a work 
by the Byelorussian writer Vasil Bykov, which 
returns us to tho severe years of tho war; 
Charles do Coster's ever papular 'Thyl Ulen- 
splogcl" and "Le Petit Prince" and “Masheka 11 , 
baaed on the evocative romantic works of the 
French writer, Antoine de Salnt-Exnpfiry, and of 
tho Byelorussia!) poet, Yanka Kupaln. All the 
above ballets have been produced at ibe Opera 
and Ballet Thcslro In Minsk. 

Whal stimulated Glebov to lurn to the heroes 
of different ages and peoples and to give them 
a second llle as characters In ballet? 

If one wero to give a short dednllfon of (he 
meaning of the life of those literary heroes, then 
one could say that it consisted in a straggle for 
truth and happiness, saya Yevgeny Glebov. 
Though they lived in different ages and be- 
longed to different nationalities they were con- 
sumed by the same spirit of protest against 
evil and Injustice. II is their sympathy to ano- 
ther's sorrow, their readiness to take up arms tu 
defend human Ideals that make them Inin *pl* 
ritual brothers. 

Every genre in art has Us own cpaclih- cha- 
racter, Us own expressive means, Glebov con- 
tinues. The language of literature Is concrete, 
the language of moalc — abstract. And, lor (his 
reason, the ballet version of “Thyl" cannot be 
Considered a copy of the literary original. These 
are two separate Independent works. And 
another point — one of the most complicated 
tasks facing the composer Is to express traits 
that are common to all mankind, while not for- 
gelUng national characteristics. All my major 
works, and In particular Ibe music I have 
written for ballets, have folk maladies as their 
basts: Russian. Byelorussian, Flemish, French 
end Spanish... And Ibis la not Just a case of 
simply gaoling national melodies. 1 try to make 
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them more accessible to the contemporary lis- 
tener, by enriching the folklore motif wltb mo- 
dern music. 

Ballet Is a combination of music and the 
plesUc arts, it Is a genre which possesses great 
expressive powers, more It seems to me than 
are Inherent In Ibe spoken or written word. 
This li why I am so attracted to ballet. The ab- 
sence ol words gives unlimited freedom to mu- 
sical Inn Easy. Good music In combination with 
modern choreography which keops close to the 
meaning of the original work is able to give 
expression to a wider range Of feelings than a 
piece of music accompanied by a wrllteu text. 
It Is worth bearing In mind that recently there 
has been n tendency for ballets to be created 
out of symphonic music! thus we now have bal- 
lets to worka by Dmitry Shostakovich and Ben- 
iamin Britten, by Paul Hindemith and Gustav 
Mahler... At present Yevgeny Glebov is work- 
ing on a new ballet project which lie visualizes 
as being a unique monument to all mothers on 
this earth whose sons w||h their blessing have 
taken up arms In tho struggle for light, truth 
and life. The composer was inspired In hla latest 
venture by the Image of Anastasiya Kupriya- 
nova, a Byelorussian peasant mother, who saw 
Hve of her sons off to the war against the los- 
dits, a ivar In which I bey (oat their livos and 
ended up as national heroes.
